Be- 
turning to his native place, Hsverhill, he rep- 
resented it ill the state legislature during 
1835-'0, when he became a prominent Aboli- 
tionist and was appointed secretary of the 
American Auti-SIavery society. In ISSS-'S 
he edited The Peunsylvauia freeman, a paper 
devoted to the cause of abolition; but the 
office was burned by a mob, and Mr. Whittier 
returned to Massachusetts, when he fought 
with his -pen, in both prose and poetry, for 
human freedom. 
As a poet his "Snow- 


bound." pnbltehed in 1805, was the first poem 
containing that beautiful sentiment which • 
a characteristic of his best work. Though he 
has written much that is charming, his "Maud 
Multor" and "School Days" will probably be 
hest remembered.
